hardest workers in the Socialist movement in the United States and one 
of ita moat cons^.metive and brain; exponents. It is especially gratifying 
from the fact that the propoaition pnt to referendum was worded dishon- 
Mtly in the hope of arousing prejudices and thus infinencing the vote. 
A majority of the comrades in the ronntry were too clear-minded, how- 
Wfer, to be thua stampeded. Had the referendum be^n worded honestty, 
it ia evident that Comrade Berger would have won out with a tremndous 
Majority. But as it is he has been splendidly vindicated in the face of 
•U the itnfT that was printed against him. and the small minds who eon- 
Mived the referendum have been very properly rebuki-d. The vote that 
has just been taken resulted as follows:

The so-called Berger case hau its beginning in the decision of the 
part)’ in Milwaukee to refrain from putting up candiilates in a non-par¬ 
tisan indicia! election, for the reason that, having discouraged lawyers 
from joining the party, it had not the available candidates; also because 
the party was heavily in debt from the previous campaign and it would 
take a g^ deal of money to, get out the party vote in an off election, and 
still further for the reason that the p«rty had not in the past made it a 
practice to go into judicial elections, considering it more important to 
elect men to make the laws rather than to coiulrur the law after capital- 
iam has made it to wiit its interests. Tliis decision was arrived at by 
Ttfemidnm vote of the membership. Tlie question was then raised as to 
whether the party could cpmpel ita members to stay away from the polls 
in Uic judicial cleeHoa, and it was naturally derided that the paKy could 
net talm » voter’s constitutional rights. Comrade Berger had been 
nbMRt from the city Then the rote was taken on staving out of the cam- 
paton. On his return he called attention in his paper, WaArAcif, to the 
fact that one of the judicial candidates for re-election was an active 
vrorker in the church fi^t on Socialism in the country, had used his ju¬ 
dicial office for class enu, and deserved defeat at the hands of the wnrk-

The rapid centralization of capital and the extChsive oo-operatiiia 
of labor mark the high state of economic devcIopmenL Individual 
initiative and competitive efforts are becoming less and leoa jmibte. 
The day of small production has passed never to return. Hotwitb* 
standing all outcry, trust and denartment .stores, these grwit modern 
agencies, increase in number and pdwer. They are the inevitable out¬ 
growth of the competitive sratem. The efforts of the small capitalists 
to destroy trusts will prove as fruitlrsa aa the efforts of the wrorkingman 
to destroy labor-saving mochinea when first introduced in the loot oea* 
tury. 

Socialisto t^e tlie ground that the trust in itself it not on evil, 
that the evil lies wholly in the private ownenhip and they propdee to 
transfer all such agencies from private hands to the collectivity, to be 
managed and nperated for the go^ of all. 

In the last century milliona of workers were exploited of the fruit 
of UwHT labor under the institution of chattel slavery. Work, being done 
by hand, ownership of the alave was a condition neceesaiy to his exploi¬ 
tation. But chattel tlsvtry disappeared before the mar^ of induati^ 
evolution, and to-day would he an economic impoesibilitv. It is no 
longer nerossarv to ovrn the body of the workingman in order to ap¬ 
propriate the fruit of bis labor; it is onlv neceaaarv to own the toM 
with which he works, and without which lie'is hetpIssA This tool in ill 
modern form is a vast roschine which the worker esnnot afford to buy, 
and against which he cannot compete with bis bare hands, and in the 
veiT nature of the situation he is st the mercy of the owner of the raa-i 
chine, his employment is precarious, and hia very life ia suspended by a 
thread. 

Then, again, the fsetory and mine are operated for profit only and 
the owner can, and often does, close it down at will, throwing hundreds, 
perhaps thmisands, out of employment who, with their families, are as 
hclpless-as if in the desert wsstes of Sahara. 

The few who own the inachinee do not use them. The many who 
use them do not own them. The few who own them are enabled to SM

A Question in Marx. 
Sanial’s Rejoinder to Ashplant. 

It is a mistake to believe that the 
reader of JIarx—and by the word 
“reader" I mean one who under¬ 
stands what he tead#—is necessarily 
a very grave ]>er*on, addirted to 
“parades of philosophy," and inea- 
paeitatefl by temperament or train¬ 
ing to lie amiiseil hy any saying or 
performanee usually productive of 
hilarity.' N'o one, in fart, could 
laugh more hriirtily or smile more 
pointeflly than did Man himself 
when the object presented to his keen 
eyesight contained in itself, hidded 
or obvious, an element of merriment. 
Hence his fn'qucnt outhurats of 
mirth provoking wit while engagiwl 
in the serious work of puncturing 
capitalistic fallacies and e\)iloding 
popular notions. .A few days ago, 
it was well obsi-rvod in my preseiu-e 
by a young i^nrialist of promisi' that 
the faculty kiiown as the wnse of 
h'uinor, possessiii in so high a dcgriH!
